Allle Young's Statement.

A BIT OF HISTORY 

Going back to the beginning of this 
Mali- Normal School proposition we 
Ond the recommendation (or two 
schools flrat made by an educational 
survey commission provided (or by 
an act of the 1920 Legislature, puas- 
cd upon thn suggestion of State Su- 
perintendent George Colvln. It suld 
ono of these two schools probably 
should bo located In thr nig Sandy 
valley. Following this lead, the Big 
Sandy members of the General As- 
sembly prepared bills carrying out 
tho suggestion, but soon round mom- 
bora from other districts who de- 
manded that i h<> hill nllnw more scope

SETTLE WITH TREASURER 

Sheriffs of Lewis and l.awi. nee 
counties settled with Auditor John J. 
Craig and received a quietus for tax- 
es. S. F. I.yklns of Lewis county, 
paid $19,119 Into the State treasury 
and J. \V. Young, nf Lawrence coun- 
ty, paid In S22.S5U. 



I lenrj Ford has an option on about 
]!)0,lliio acres of coal lands in the Hig 
Sandy valley, being nearly all of the 
holdings of the Elk Horn Coal Cor- 
poration. 

This includes a number of opera- 
tions on Heaver creek, mostly In 
Floyd county. The llnest of coking 
coal underlies u great percentage of 
the lands. 

The price l.i reported lo be about 
twnily millions, which is not a great 
sum for Mr. Ford. According to a 
report recently given out he had 
1200,000,000 on deposit in the banks, 
-.o be would have a lot or change lett 
after writing a. check for twenty mil- 
lions. 

He und a party of engineers and 
heaiN of departments are due to 
make a tour of inspection of the prop- 
erly this week. They will go up Big 
Sandy in a private car. Messrs. J. 
W. M. Stewart and John K. Bucking- 
ham of Ashland win accompany the 
party., They have been prominent in 
the negotiations and have had con- 
ferences with Mr. Ford and his de- 
partmi nt lo ads both in Ashland and 
Detroit. 

It is believed Mr. Ford will buy 
this great property because it tits so 
well into his enterprises. His rail- 
road, the Detroit, Toledo & Iroutod, 
extends from his enormous plant to 
fronton. Piers are already in the 
Ohio river for a bridge that would 
bring his trains across to Ashlaud. 

It Is surmised that his plans In- 
clude n:i extension into these coul 
fields if he buys the lands. 

/.shland hopes for great things to 
happen there If the deal goes through 
and ihere are reasonable grounds for 
the hope. 

The KIk Horn Corporation Is ou» 
Of the ..'no. C. C. Mayo organizations, 
in which his estate and Senator C. W. 
Watson Of West Virginia an large 

tockholders. 

The publication of the negotiations 
is said to have been premature, nnd 
the denial which Is printed herewith 
was given out from Detroit. However, 
'matters are said to he progressing.
